of the patient bullocks which 
make up the symbol of his po- 
litical party. 


No other man literally holds a 
country together. Any other na- 
tion would go on about as now 
without their present leader. But 
India would not. It is held to- 
gether by this one man. With- 
out him it would fly apart. 


The Communists know it. They 
smile and say: 

“If our time does not come be- 
fore, it will come when Nehtu 
dies.” 


Paradox 


Nehru is an astonishing man. 
None can deny he believes in the 
democratic process. If he did not 
he would not now be thrusting 
his country into what is the most 
fabulous, fantastic and almost in- 
credible election in the history of 
all the world. Since 85 per cent 
of his people are in villages 
where the memory of Gandhi 
enables the Congress party to en- 
joy the loyalty of a tremendous 
majority, and since Nehru com- 
mands a wide following in the 
cities, he could have avoided any 
election at all. But he has 
opened it to every adult with a 
sane mind and he has seen to it 
that every party will have a 
symbol so the millions of i#lit- 
erates will be able to cast their 
ballots. At least 170,000,000 are 
expected to vote, out of 175,000,- 
000 eligible. There is a stirring 
among those who never even 
heard of a ballot until a few 
months ago, and whose idea of 
an election even now is nil. All 
many millions know is that they 
must put a paper in a box marked 
with a symbol of some organiza- 
tion which has appealed most to 
them. For most of them this 
means Gandhi—and Nehru, who 
has inherited Gandhi’s party. 


Nehru himself is a paradox. He 
was born into a wealthy, long- 
established family enjoying the 
status of nobility. His father was 
a wealthy, successful barrister 
enjoying a huge practice. Yet, 
l’ehru was early caught up by 
the dream of freedom and be- 
came a follower of Gandhi. His 
father also joined the queer little 
man who was to shake all India 
and give the whole world a slight 
tremor. The father abandoned 
his practice, refusing to appear 
in British courts, and reduced 
himself to near poverty. Father 
and son fought for Gandhi. 


Jails 


Nehru spent altogether about 
seven years in British jails, fol- 
lowing Gandhi’s program of civil 
disobedience and of saying, when 
grrested and tried, “Yes, I am 
guilty. Put me in jail.” 


Indians began to wear jail sen- | 


tences as designations of honor 
and even Nehru’s daughters at- 


tained several’ of these honorary | 


degrees. 

He read much, and brooded 
greatly, in these years of jail and 
the acid of them ate into him. 
It reveals itself now and then, 
but the wonder is he is so bal- 
anced a man—as he is. 

His enemies say of him that he 
refuses to face the fact of pov- 
erty and need. The Communists 
spread the line that he is owned 
by business. 
ironical in America where Nehru 
is accused of being pro-Commu- 
nist.) The local Communists hate 
him and malign him. They know. 

Nehru is saying in his campaign 
speeches that now, having at- 
tained freedom, that freedom 
from want and hunger, from low 
wages and bad living conditions.

And India will 
be lost. 

They are four important years. 

And Nehru emerges from the 
cloudy, confused picture as the 
most important man in the free 
world—and the only one who is 
literally irreplaceable.

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A Million Dead Men Shout, ‘Beware!’ 


This day, Dec. 22, will be the shortest of 
the year for all of us. But for many it will 
be not only the shortest, but also it will be 
the last. They will be the victims of fatal 
accidents on the streets and highways of the 
nation. 

Among these unfortunate people will be 
“Victim X,” the millionth traffic fatality 
since the automobile took 
its first life in 1899. Ac- 
cording to the National 
Safety Council estimate, 

“Victim X” will die around 
noon today,’ shortly after 
the advent of winter. 

The millionth victim 
could be a mother on the 
way to finish her Christ- 
mas shopping; it could be Who? 
dad going home from a short day at the of- 
fice; it could be a child running across the 
street to meet the deliveryman with a 
package. 

It could be you, the Safety Council warns 
ominously. 

. a - 

Marking noon on Dec. 22 as the approxi- 
mate time of the millionth death is not guess- 
work. The council estimate is based on a 
study of the accident figures for the last sev- 
eral years. Months ago, the date was set as 
Dec. 21 and publicized with the dim hope 
that the awful significance of the statistics 
would delay the day. 

But the slowdown in death on the road 
has been so slight that “M-Day,” the time 
of that millionth death, was changed only a 
day. As of late Thursday, the national toll 
was 999,780, 220 persons short of a million 
since a New York financier was killed when 
he stepped from a street car into the path 
of a car 51 years, three months and eight 
days ago. 

It has taken more than three times as 
long, 176 years, for war to take a million 
American lives. And that figure includes 
deaths from all causes—killed in battle, battle 
wounds, and disease. Of the million war 
dead, half were vistims of disease.

Where Will All This 
Selfishness’ Lead? 


_ Negotiations te prevent a threatened steel 
strike have broken down. As predicted, the 
whole muddle is now in the hands of the 
government. 

The steelworkers’ union has publicly an- 
nounced it intends to break the government’s 
wage control formula. If the formula is 
broken, the inflation flood will engulf the 
nation. Nobody will win. The consumer 
and the taxpayer will continue down the road 
toward the point of no return. 

The steel industry maintains that it can- 
not grant the wage increase’ and other con- 
cessions asked by the union without a price 
increase which would violate the govern- 
ment’s price control formula. In fact, the 
industry is already asking price increases 
from OPS within the limits of the control 
law’s Capehart Amendment. A steel price 
increase will be reflected in the costs of all 
products which use steel, including weapons 
of war. | 

A strike, even if it lasts only a week, will 
cost the nation upwards of 2,000,000 tons of 
steel. If the President invokes the Taft- 
Hartley Law to prevent a strike, it will only 
postpone settlement for about 80 days. 
L. Lewis’ coal miners are expected to pre- 
cipitate another crisis in that industry within 
a few weeks. Strikes in these two crucial in- 
dustries would affect, directly and indirectly, 
millions of workers, millions of cénsumers, 
and the defense effort. 

The cost-of-living index hit a new peak 
in November, 188.6 per cent of the 1939 base 
level. The figure is 10.8 per cent higher than 
before the outbreak of the Korean War. Mis- 
cellaneous sellers and producers of goods and 
services, including foods, are requesting fur- 
ther price increases from OPS through the 
Capehart Amendment loophole. 

Where will it all end? 

When will the people of the United States 
begin to realize that no one group is more im- 
portant than another, that continued selfish 
striving for advantage is leading to self- 
destruction. Such actions as were exhibited 
by the beef producers and packers in defying 
controls efforts have left us with controls 
which are not controls, with loopholes to fan 
inflation to ever-higher levels. 

Congress had better get busy and give us a 
controls law which works, one that is not dic- 
tated by selfish interests for selfish purposes, 
but one designed”to save the economy of this 
nation from destruction. The alternative is 
an “every man for himself” policy, leading 
to economic chaos and a shattering of our 
aim of security for Western civilization.

A little less than 
30 years will do it, if we continue to let auto- 
mobiles kill 35,500 annually, as they did 
in 1950. 

We say “let” advisedly. 

As.long as we assume that driving is a

fear or favor. 

It’s a little late for society to save “Mr. 
Million.” Keeping yourself from earning 
that fatal distinction today is an individual 
responsibility. But we can, and must, act to 
slow the count from here on out.

College sports are under heavy attack. Cries 
of “commercialism” and “overemphasis” are the 
order of the day. Yet it is somehow a warming 
feeling to see these two boys when they come 
home on week ends and find them unchanged 
by the headlines, modest, unassuming, with their 
feet planted firmly on the ground. 

Something about them lets you know that 
even though they go on to greater heights on the 
gridiron they won't be basically changed by the 
ballyhoo. 

If these are examples of “overemphasis,” then 
let’s have more of it.

Hospital Program 


A Credit to All 


In this day of the mink coat quietly presented, 


the government influence furtively bartered, and 
the deep freeze solidly accepted, there should be 
interest in the spectacle of a $70,000,000 hospital 


more than passing 


construction program being expedited here in Georgia by publie 
officials without the faintest peep that even so much.as a nickel has 


been misplaced. 
This program is a compli- 


cated one finaneially, with 


moneys flowing from three di- 
rections: local, state and na- 
tional. Yet the financial streams 
come together, and out of their 
merging arise the buildings and 
services which rapidly are 
changing the face of rural 
Georgia. Only Wednesday the 
22nd new hospital was dedi- 
cated. Thirteen more are under 
construction, and another nine 
have been approved. Addition- 
ally, a large number of health 
centers are being built in con- 
junction with the hospital pro- 


gram. 


The hospitals are being 
built under a priority system. 
At the outset of the program 
a survey was made of the 
needs of ali areas of the state. 
From this survey—which was 
required under the national 
Hill-Burton hospital con- 
struction act—there came 4a 
scheduling of building which 
placed emphasis upon first 
things first. 


Georgia hospital builders 
have held to the program, and 
the very existence of the pri- 
ority system has been a great 
deterrent to any attempted 
boondoggling (an old-fashioned 
word of the early Roosevelt era 
meaning mink coats, influence 
peddling, and deep freezers all 
done up in one package). 

The hospital construction 
program is administered by the 
Georgia Health Department, 
which is headed by Dr. T. F. 
Sellers. The Hospital Services 
Division of the Health Depart- 
ment is directed by Dr. R. C. 
Williams, with James Sitton as 
his assistant. On the local level 
hospital authorities are estab- 
lished to supervise planning, 
construction, and operation of 
the hospitals. Federal participa- 
tion is under direction of offi- 


eials of the Public Health 
Service. 

To all of these persons there 
is due a vote of thanks from the 
people. A great humanitarian 
program is being carried out, 
apparently with a sense of ded- 
ication. Hospitals and health 
centers are being constructed in 
numerous counties where pre- 
viously there had been no pub- 
lic health facility of any kind. 
Medical care is being decen- 
tralized, carried to the rural 
areas where it has been needed 
for long years. This extension 
of the availability of hospital 
care is a potent answer to the 
call for national health insur- 
ance (socialized medicine). It 
is pertinent to realize there 
would be no urging of a na- 
tional program of health insur- 
ance if there did not exist a 
need. 

In this time of frequent 
straining of relations between 
the national and state govern- 
ments — frequent disputes on 
states’ rights being an example 
—the harmony and usefulness 
of the hospital construction re- 
lationship under the Hill- 
Burton program is indeed 
heartening. 

This co-operation in Georgia 
has paid off handsomely. The 
money evidently is being wisely 
spent with a maximum of bene- 
fit to the taxpaying public, The 
Georgia hospital program is one 
of the most ambitious in the 
Southeast, and in the nation. 

It is a credit to all who labor 
in its behalf.

WASHINGTON — The whole country — for

Year on what we came to call, during the early defense program: 
stages of the Second World War, “Guns vs. Butter.” That is not 
a precise description of the situation now, but near enough te 
suggest to the public the pressing problem of. how closely we. 
must approach all-out productien for military purposes, and what. 
can, or should, be left for production of the so-called civilian 
goods we use in our everyday lives. 


While policy for the months 
ahead seems fairly well deter- 
mined at top levels here, it in- 
vites debate because of circum- 
stances. For 1952 is a big po- 
litical year, as we know. Vari- 
ous factors in the complicated 
military-civilian production 
problem are almost bound to in- 
trude into politics, which means 
controversy and debate, since 
we are that sort of folks. If 
pressures are severe enough, 
that might provoke shifts in 
policy by Congress itself, which 
would be risky for our security. 


The problem would be con- 
fused further, psychologically, 
by an end to the Korean War; 
that is, if that should bring a 
letdown among our people who 
are, by nature, easy-going and 
congenitally optimistic when it 
comes to threats beyond our 
borders. Such a letdown could 
very easily be encouraged, or 
even exploited, for politics’ sake 
in a campaign year, particularly 
because of the frustrating char- 
acter of the Korean War. The 
temptation may be great for 
those we vaguely call the “new 
isolationists.” 


It is, plainly, a time for 
steadiness and balance against 
one extreme or the other, and 
for acceptance of the long pull 
and what that takes. Pitfalls in 
the path are well understood by 
President Truman and his civil 
and military aides and advisers. 
As a consequence, he is pre- 
pared to state the case clearly 
and forcibly to the people in his 
message to Congress’ which, 
necessarily, will stress the need 
for more belt-tightening, higher 
taxes, stronger economic con- 
trols, with resultant continued 
sacrifice and further disruption 
of the civilian economy, coupled 
with a warning against any let- 
down. 

We are headed for more cut- 
backs in. civilian production, 
with the big bite to come per- 
haps in the second quarter of 
the year. Shortages exist cur- 
rently in aluminum, copper and 
nickel, among other components 
of both military and civilian pro-

duction. This will mean less 6f 
all sorts of civilian goods, not 
only because of the increasingly 
heavy drain to military produce 
tion, but also to a degree be- 
cause of some further industrial 
expansion which itself reaches 
in all directions for materials 
for additional plant capacity. 
Rather than a clear-cut, open< 
and-shut “Guns versus Butter”: 
issue, production officials see 
the problem is one of as muth 
balance ag possible. Milit 
production, of course, gets top 
priority in the pattern now 
evolving, in which, however, ci-.

ther expansion will be moder- 
ated as much as is possible in- 
keeping with military necessity.

DEAR P. L.: Since you find 
yourself. utterly desolate, after a | 
long experience in wifehood and | 
motherhood, it is well to exam- | 


ine yourself for the cause. By 


and large, one’s life-situation in | 


late middle age is the inevitable 
harvest of one’s habitual think- 
ing and social attitudes. 

The dolorous tenor of your 
recital shows why Tom felt 
driven from home—in search of 
more life. I don’t say he was 
justified in bolting; but obvious- 
ly he felt driven out—as a man 
might quit a stagnant atmos- 
phere in gasping hunger for in- 
Vigorating air. 

Your negative temperament is 
disclosed in your sorrowing ref- 
erence to yourself as “an old 
woman”—when you are merely 
fiftyish, and the fact that you 
are isolated since Tom left— 
without a confidante, and with 
nobody (not even the children) 
aware of your deserted status. 

It isn’t wholesome to make a 
deep dark secret of your plight. 
Furthermore, you're not quite 
honest about your reasons for 
Silence. You hurled an ultima- 
tum at Tom, and he struck back 
by leaving you—a ‘defeat you 
hate to admit. But why not ad- 
mit it? “Honest confession is 
good for the soul”—and humil- 
ity is a disarming trait. 

You need to work outside the 
home, to get in touch with hu- 
manity and get your mind off 
self. Also you need to discuss 
your heartache with an appro- 
priate counsellor. Finally, you 
need to be partially self sup- 
porting, which means you need 
job-hunting advice. Thus I ad- 
vise you to call on the Family 
Service Society (or similar 
agency) in your town, which 
provides rehabilitation help 
along these lines.—M. H.

Still to come was the most 
thrilling event of all this period 
of belated reformation. One day, 
Hilkiah, the high priest, found in 
a closed and forgotten chamber of 
the Temple a dusty manuscript, 
or scroll. It was a copy of “The 
law of Jehovah given to Moses,” 
books that in our Bible today are 
called Leviticus and Deuteronomy. 
For two centuries and more these 
precious and inspired words, these 
counsels and instructions had been 
first neglected, then abandoned 
and finally mislaid, Now, thanks 
to Hilkiah, they were found 
again—sacred words beyond all 
price. 

Hilkiah commanded his scribe 
Shaphan at once to read the 
documents to the king. As its 
promises and curses were solemnly 
read to him, King Josiah was 
shaken with consternation. Clearly 
enough he saw that Judah by its 
centuries of waywardness had for- 
feited great promises of the past 
and had earned only curses. In his 
prolonged agitation, King Josiah 
even drew into consultation a 
prophetess, Huldah but she 
could give him no comfort. Woe, 
woe, woe—such was all fne burden 
of her soothsaying. 


COVENANT RENEWED 


Nevertheless, it was decided to 
have the Law read aloud again in 
the presence of the people. The 
covenant with Jehovah was re- 
newed. Also, the Feast of the 
Passover was to be reinstituted 
and kept religiously. Since Moses’ 
day it had fallen from remem- 
brance except when Joshua held 
the memorial feast. Now they 
would go back to the forgotten 
piety of long ago. King Josiah 
saw to it that all these things 
were done, 


Yet, even so, the future seemed 
ever darker. Could centuries of 


knives were coming closer to Jee 
rusalem! Thus, the prophet, Zephe 
aniah, in that ominous time, about 
630 B. C., began to call upon the 
people to “change their minds,” 
to “repent.” 


FALL OF NINEVEH 


And Nahum, another prophet, 
added his voice to Zephaniah’s 
impassioned orations. Nahum drew 
a marrow-curdling picture of the 
approaching downfall of the 
highly civilized city of Nineveh. 
He foresaw it taken by the Babye 
lonians, a prediction which actue 
ally came to pass in 612 B. C., 
while King Josiah still sat on the 
Judean throne, 


Soon, a prophet greater than 
either Zephaniah or Nahum was to 
come forth and stand by his peo- 
ple and Jerusalem in their worst 
despair and desolation, This was 
Jeremiah, the great one, who 
served selflessly and _ valiantly. 
But Jeremiah’s 40 years of labor 
for the Lord came mainly after 
the days of Josiah. The king’s 
earnest efforts met only with 
heartiest approval from the young 
prophet, though he was still only 
a fledgling priest of a village 
some three miles northeast of 
Jerusalem. 


For most of his reign, King 
Josiah ruled in peace, but finally 
ihe took up arms against the ine 
vading troops of Pharaoh Necho 
II of Egypt. These invaders were 
on their way northward to join 
forces with baited Assyria. When 
Josiah was killed in the- famous 
battle of Megiddo, he was 39 
years old. 

Thus died the last king of Ju- 
dah who merited the name of a 
good and true man. In his prophe- 
cies Jeremiah lamented for him, 
and “the hill of Megiddo” bee 
came an axiom in the public 
mouth for the eclipse of the last 
gleam of the people’s glory.
